If you like the 
candidates Ko to the i>olls and vote for 
them—you don't know what the other 
fellow Is KoiiiK to <lo and you should 
not lake It for ffranted that they will 
be elected. If you ilon'l like the can¬ 
didates Ko and Vole for some one el.se.

There has been mucli talk of an oj)- 
posltlon ticket to be spruitK at the 
lust moment and voted for in this 
manner. 

The Candidate* 

Messrs. SlelnbeiKcr and Tarr are In- 
(‘Umbeiils of the oftices for which th»'> 
have been renominated. .Mr. Steln- 
beriter was tirsl appointed to the board 
and w as re elected four ywirs ago for 
the term he Is comi>letlnB. Trustee 
Tarr was aiipointed about two years 
ago to the board. .Mr. Heard has never 
befc>re held oftice but is well and fa¬ 
vorably known In Sierra Mailre. He 
Is propri.lor of Sturtevunfs t'amp 
anti is regartled as a taiblic sttiriled 
anil callable business man. 

Mr. IVrry hiiH servtMl two lurnis as 
city clerk, haviiiB been tirst apiiointed 
anti then re-electeil. Mr. WolIT has 
served a full term as treasurer, hav¬ 
ing been apt>t>lntetl Iti till a vacanc>. 
He has put his office on a i>lam- of ef- 
llclency never before seen in the city 
hall and has tlone much to improve the 
accounting methods of all the clt>' tle- 
partments. 

Elective v*. Appointive 

The tw ii propositions are Inlendeil to 
permit the voters to iletermlne whether 
the offices of clerk and treasurer shall 
continuti to In* eU'ctlve as at iirt*sent, 
or whetht»r tht*y shall be tllletl by Jtt>- 
polntment by the board of trustees. To 
retain the iiresent plan vote ".No." To 
vote for making the oil ices apisilnllve 
vote "Yes." 

Popular oiiinlon seems tllvlded on 
the subject, with the majority of the 
exiiresslons heurtl being unfiiVorabU* tt> 
the change, particularly in the olTice 
of treasurer. 

Arguments In favor of the change 
are those generally Jiiiplying to a short 
ballot, on which the number of offices 
shall be small enough so that the voter 
cun give careful consideration to each. 
Ueduclng the numlwr of elective offices 
tuaki'S them relativt'ly more Iminirtant 
and centralizes the*responslblllty upon 
those officers who are elected by the 
|ieo|ile. t’enlrallzlng of laiwer means 
also centralizing of rcs|ionslblllty. 
They are of ctiurse respon.slble for the 
work of their appointees ami can be 
held accountable, for llie efficiency of 
every office in their Jurisdiction. It Is 
claimed that the city clerk, for In¬ 
stance, Is really rather the clerk of 
the boanl of trustws and should bo 
subject to Its direction Insteml of be¬ 
ing nuire or less lnde|n*inlcnt ot the 
board. 

Against making the offices ai>polnt- 
Ive It Is argued that the city ladlol Is 
already short enough, even by some 
who favor the short ballot printliile in 
general. They claim that the ele<*llve 
oUtlces are few enough to i>ermll care¬ 
ful scrutiny of the candidates fi»r each 
office, tubers object to the centraliz¬ 
ing of power. .Some favor making the 
clerk atiiiolntlve and more directly 
subject to the board of trtislees, but 
retaining as an ehs'tlve officer the 
treasurer, who Is the custhillan of the 
city's money.

TO PROTECT WATER 

Change in Mt. Wilson Trail at 
Quarter-Way House Is 
Proposed 

To eliminate the trail crossings on 
the stream of the Dittle Santa Anita 
canyon at the Cjuartcr Way liouse Dean 
(ieorge A. Damon of Throop ('ollege 
has been at work on a plan for some 
lime and has interested the (*ounty su¬ 
pervisors. He lias also been endi*avor- 
ing to secure the support of Sierra 
.Madre jieoide In the |dan by reason 
of the fact that the pro|io.scd change 
would alTord needed protei*tion to the 
lairlty of Sierra .Madre's wat«*r siipidy. 

.Mr. Damon holds a lease on tin* por¬ 
tion of the canyon about the old tjuar- 
ler-wa.v house and has a iirivati* camp 
there. He has laid out a new route for 
the trail at that point, k(*eplng to the 
west wall of the canyon well above the 
stream bed. The two crossings of the 
str<*am would be eliminated and Hie 
cut-off would rejoin the pre.sent trail 
at the llrst switch-bai*k above Hie 
tjiiarter-way. 

One result of the changing of the 
trail would be the closing of that por¬ 
tion of the t*anyon as a |iubli<* iiicnlc 
ground, which woiiUI doulitless meet 
with the disapproval of riian.v lieoide. 
However, the picnicking has always 
ri*sulted In pollution of tin* stream with 
garbage and ether matter. There are 
other |)lcnic grounds liut Sierra Madre 
lias only one source of water siii>idy. 
The .News has reiieatedly urged the 
necessity for iirotecting the stream 
from pollution at this pcdnl. The fre 
c|Uent crossing of the stream by |ia<*k 
and saildle animals also results in much 
liolliitlon. 

Mr. Damon has intersled Supervis¬ 
ors .Manning and Pridham in the proj- 
ei't. asking that the lounty boanl bear 
the expen.se of making the change, in- 
asmin*ti as the trail is a county road. 
They have consented to ctaiie out on 
Saturday afternoon and inspect the 
trail at this iioint and to take the 
matter under consideration. The esti¬ 
mated cost is about $?oo.

The experimental work conducted by 
the Canadian government In regard to 
the manufacture of pent proved sosuc- 
resafnl that there are now two private 
concerns producing pent, one at Alfred, 
Out., and the other at Farnham. Que¬ 
bec. It Is said tliat the peat manufac¬ 
tured by the Cnnadlaii government and 
used by private persons Is satisfactory 
for grates and also good for cooking. 

The government coiuinission which 
was sent to various European peat 
using countries reported that the most 
successful way to treat the peat was 
to let the snn and wind evaporate the 
moisture, .Vfter the government had 
shown the practicability of producing 
a good (pinlity of peat at a salable 
price It was left to private enterprise 
to continne the work. Tbe pent Is sold 
in Ottawa at $o a ton or $3 a ton on 
the cars at .\Ifred. 

The Canadian government in connec- 
llon with the peat Industry will experi¬ 
ment in the production of gas and elec¬ 
trical energy frcmi peat. -Vt the fuel ! 
testing plant in Toronto the govern- !
